The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 33-48 are directed to compositions comprising an array of electrodes, 
each electrode comprising a covalently attached binding ligand and a covalently 
attached solvent accessible transition metal complex comprising a metal selected from 
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the group consisting of manganese, technetium, rhenium, iron, ruthenium. Osmium, 
cobalt, rhodium, iridium, nickel, palladium, platinum, copper, silver and gold. 

Electrodes comprising a covalently attached binding ligand and a covalently 
attached solvent accessible transition metal complex are free of prior art. Further, the 
prior art does not teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed electrodes. 
Hence said electrodes are also non-obvious. 

Since claimed electrodes are both novel and non-obvious, compositions 
comprising an array of such electrodes as specifically claimed are also novel and non- 
obvious. 

Claims 33-48 are allowed.
